ing for help, the Chairman said. 


that on tecount ‘of the  sevore 
winter the plight of the numerous 
refugees in) Shanghai wan. most 
pathetic. As the Tung Wah Hos- 
pital was the leading charitable 
institution in Hongkong he appeal- 
ed to the Directors to extend a 
hand to those who were In dis- 
trens in the North, He pointed 
out that the organisation of the 
reHef would be confined within 
the aphere of charity. 

Addressing the mieeting Sir 
Shou-son, Chow said that His Ex- 
collency the Governor had no ob- 
jection to an appeat being «made 
by the Tung Wah Hoapital for the 
relief of distreas in Shanghal, but 
other bodies desiring: to partled- 
pate should work in’ conjunction 
with the Tung Wah Hospital. We 
also said that it was the wish of 
the Government that care be taken 
that the appeal should avoid in- 


>t flaming: nattonal feelings. 


Appenl to Community. 


Sir Shou-son Chow then made 
nn appeal to the meeting and 
through them to the community 
for donations, yiving a graphic 
picture of the grent distress in 
Shanghal He thought that the 
beat institution in Shanghai to un- 
dertake Jhis work on behalf of the 
Tung Wah Hospital would be the 
Kwong Shiu Kung Sor (the Can- 
tonese Club) and he asked all who 
had contributions to make, cither 
in money or in kind, to send them 
through the Tung Wah Hospital. 

Hon, Dr. R. H. Kotewall, for 
himself and his two colleagues on 
the Leyislative Council (the Hon. 
Dr. S. W. Tao and the Hon. Mr. T. 
N. Chau,) said that the appeal had 
their whole-heartcd support. He 
could not lay too strony 2 stress 
on the necessily, for avoiding 
actions or words which might 
create undesirable feelings, The 
work was purely charitable.

know as being well fitted for the 
work.

Hom Police Station, and a search 
partly yesterday morning, when, 
investigating a rumour which had 
gained currency in the district, he 
found the dead body of a compara- 
tively young mun dressed only in 
undergarments and giving the ap- 
pesrance of being either a Fili- 
Pino or &-Eurasian.

In additlon to a rope tied round 
the man’s neck, the throat had 
been slashed and the upper part |. 
of the abdomen punctured. 

Although the discovery of the 
body was actually made by some 
Chinese either on Monday or 
Tuosday, the Police received no 
information until. yesterday. morn- 
ing when they heard rumours’ 
among some of the inhabitants of 
the discovery. Acting on instruc- 
tions, Seryveant Hunter and a search 
party were sent out to -investi- 
gate and came across the body of 
the man about 11 a.m. yesterday... 
A short-distance from the body, 
in a small hole, the’ Police officer 
found a knife, while two- partly 
burned candles were lying in tho 
vault. 

The body had been tripped of 
all {ts-outer garments, including 
the man’s cont, trousers and shoes, 
leaving it in a pair of under pants, 
a alnglet and shirt and a pair of 
socks, robbery apparently being 
the motive for the crime. Near 
the body was a pocket watch which 
had apparently been dropped. 

The Police are now trying to 
discover the man’s identity.

Mr, Pearce was cross-examincd 
by Mr. Birett on his efforts to 
obtain employment since ho was 
dismissed, and he replied that he

An offer by him to manage an hotel 
at £600 a year had been refused. 
A Suggestion Withdrawn. 

After the settlement had been an- 
nounced Mr. Pritt (for Mr. Pearce) 
said: F 

“I share Mr. Birett’s opinion 
that in arriving at this settlement 
the directors of the company hava 
neted in good faith, rensonably and 
properly in the Interests of their 
shareholders. I only wish to add 
on- behalf of Mr. Pearce that he 
withdraws unreservedly any sug- 
netuated by personal malice to- 
wards him.” 

Mr, Birkett: The directors’ are 
glad to have the assurance that 
lthe view ia accepted that they acted 
‘in good faith and with a sense of 
duty at all times to their share 
holders. 

It was found possible to arrive 
at a settlement (added Mr. Blr- 
kett) after certain mattera had 
been examined in the course of. the 
evidence, and. the directors had 
agreed to pay Mr. Pearce the sum 
which had been announced in_con- 
sideration of the extent of the 
agreement and of Mr. Pearce’s dif- 
ficulty of obtaining employment.

With regard ‘to the charges that 
had-been made against Mr. Pearce, 
the directors desired to say that, 
after full investigation of all mat- 
ters, they withdrew, unreservedly 
all of them.

Enormous Costs Saved. :

Indeod, it 
has now heen disclosed that Japan 
is not even prepared to negotinte 
unless and until the Chinese farres 
have been driven out or have volun- 
tarily, withdrawn from Shanghai 
farther than the range of their big- 
gest guns. This statement is ine 
teresting when taken in conjune- 
tion with the recent declaration by 
the Japanese Minister of Navy, 
when he asserted that the Jnpanese 
forces would be withdrawn as 
soon as “the immediate task’ fs 
completed. adding that the opera- 
tions might. spread over some 
twenty or thirty miles. The point 
to be borne in mind is that the 
Japanese are at present operating 
on Chinese territory, and thet, so 
far from intending to withdraw, 
they are quite- prepared, {f able, 
to penetrate still further, If it 
were the. Chinese who demanded 
the withdrawal of the opposing 
forces ns a condition precedent 
to any negotiations, this would bo 
quite’ understandable, aince it is 
the Japanese who are the in- 
vaders, But we have the-unuaual, 
if not the presumptuous, claim by 
Japan that Chinese’ troops should 
move out of Chinese territory. It 
is not a question, ns Mr. Sato 
suggested at Genova, of Japanese 
troops being withdrawn from da- 
fending the Settlemont; they are 
engaged in much more than that 
task at present. In plain fact, 
they are Invading China and 
engaging’ in actual. warfare to 
drive the Chinese from . Chinese 
soil.’ No amount’ of apociat plend- 
| ing can alter this dominant fact.

Civilization and “the Next, War.” 


For perhaps the first time in 
history, the nations ‘of the world 
ate faced with n common problem 
and united by a comman purpose: 
to prevent “the next war” In 
considering the move toward the 
catablishment of peace, the fssne 
is being clouded by seneralizn- 
fiona about war operations on_ the 
one hand, afd technical discus- 
stons concerning the limitation of 
armaments on the other, It 
ahould not ‘be forgotten that the 
abolition of al} war depends pri- 
inarily on the prevention of .the 
next wart and disarmament will be 
achieved only as the nations of 
the world realize that virtually no 
snerffice can’ he too grent to in- 
sure prevention, becnuac It is dif- 
ficull to conceive of any snerifice 
that can compare with the loss and 
dostruction which another world 
war would entail. 
“the next war" ja not renily 
against any one nation or group of 
nations. It is against civilization 
iwelf, If civilization is to con- 
tinue its forward march, or even 
to maintain present levels, “the 
next war" must not come, The 
queation fa ‘as simple nas that, 
Most persons belleve that civiliza- 
tion is worth preserving. They 
belleve’ that the long, slow work 
of mankind haa not been done in 
vain, and that on the whole the 
world is a better place to live in 
tu-day tha. it hus ever been be- 
fore. The tendency toward pro- 
yress) has neither reached nor 
passed an imaginary apex, nor 
‘need it ever do 80. The problems 
facing civilization offer unlimited 
oppertunity fur the continued de- 
velopment of strength, cournge, 
resource, and kindred qualities, 
for lack of which alone a civiliza- 
tion can decline. These problema 
ean be best solved. only ns. the 
threat of war is removed. For 
this reason the urgent need of pre- 
venting “the next war” conatitutes 
a problem virtually unique Ip the 
history of the world, [ts suceess- 
ful consummation is imperative. 
War ‘tself has abways been a chal- 
lenge to the peoples engaging in 
it, fo meet which the utmost in 
heroism, sacrifice,‘and leadership 
has been required. The same 
qualitics are needed to prevent 
the next war ag have been requir- 


ed to carry on wara In times past. 


Will they not be forthcoming ‘to 
meot the unparalleled challenge 
which mankind facea to-day?

Incomplete Facts. 


The truth is that history, like 
experience, Is apt to mislead us. 
Wo argue from admitted facts and 
base certain conclusions on them. 
But the whole story is never 
fore us, and the parts that are 
omitted may well be such as would 
alter our Whole train of thought. 
Hiatorienl deduction ia largely 
sruess-work. 4 

Another popular superstition is 
that red tape is a curse, Probably 
there were more gibes hurled 
against it in the Great War than 
against anything else.

Mother 
love is not to be blamed because 
nt times it spolls children, Excess 
will dam the noblest virtue.

DEATH OF AUTHOR OF 
MYSTERY TALES, 


Hollywood, Feb. 10, 


The death hag occurred hern of 
Mr. Edgar Wallace.’ 


The most tragic feature was 
that Mra. Wallace had just sailed 
in the liner Majestic from London 
to.Now. York In a race to reach 
her husband's side, when news 
of his death renched ‘London — 
Reuter’s American Service. 


Mr. Edgar Wallace, famous 
writer of mystery storica, was on 
a fnirly Jong visit to ILollywoat, 
where he had supervised work: on 
some of the adaptations from his 
books, 


Edgar Wallace was novellat, 


playwright and journalist, and had 
a remarkable career. Horn in 


Deptford fn 1876, and at once left] "” 


a destitute orphan, he was adopted 
at the aye of nine days by George 
Freeman, BUlngsyate — fish 
porter, and ‘his wife, who ware 
very kind to him. Freeman used 
to tuke him to the fish market at 
% am. every day, After a little 


xehooting Wallace: started sollinge 
newspapers In the streets. He was 
then employed at various printing 
offices, ina boot shop, 2 rubber 
factory, wiring roves for atrect 
sule, worked for m rond-mending 
firm and as a milkman'’s boy, and 
also went to sea in a Hull trawler 


‘Tas couk and captain's boy. 


Sensick all the time, he was 
cuffed for his deficiencies asa 
cook, so he deserted and  bexxed 
the food that kept him going on 
his tramp to London. ‘There he 
became a timekeeper in the 
Victorin Dock Road, spent his last 
shilling on a& pantomime and then 
joined) the Royal West Kent Re- 
giment. 


Later he “transferred to the 
Medical Staff Corps and began to 
write verses, one of his efforts 
being aceepted by Arthur tobe 
ths comedian, «who sang it for 
years. Sent out to South Afrie 
he met: Kipling ont Cape Tow 
also Cecil Rhodes and W. Schreine 
It was oon the backs of med 
report forms. that he made hi: 
first essays Jn writing, In addi- 
tion to composing reams of verses 
he began to contribute paragraphs 
to newspapers in Cape Colony. 

Wallace was so successful as a 
journalist that he left the army, 
and when the South African war 
broke out became a correspondent 
for the Morning Post and Reuter. 
His dispatches were so good that 
the Daily Mail commissioned him 
to write for it, thus beginning a 
connexion with’ that paper which

TUNG WAH HOSPITAL 
MAKES AN APPEAL, 


At a special mevting of .the 
Directors of the Tung Wah Hos- 
pital yesterday a sum of over $30,- 
000 waa collected following an ap- 
peal made by the Chairman, Mr. 
Chan Lim-prk, for the organisn- 
tion of relief for the thousnnds of 
people in distress in| Shanghal, 
A big gathering of prominent 
lenders were present, In- 
cluding the Chinese reprerenta- 
tives on the Legialntive Council 
who are Hon. Permanent Advisor 
of the Hospital. 

After the Seeretary had read 
the letters and cablegramsa from 
the North to the Hospital appeal- 
ing for help, the Chairman said 
that on account of the severe 
winter the plight of the numeroua 
refugees In) Shanghal was most 
pathetic, ‘As the Tung Wah Hos- 
Pital was the leading charitable 
institution in Hongkong he appeal- 
elite the Ddrecters te extend a 
hand to thase who were fn) din- 
fresa in the North, He pointed 
oul that the organisation of the 
relief would be confined within 
the aphere of charity. 

Addressing the “meécting Str 
Shou-son Chow said that His [x- 
cellency the Governor had no ob- 
jection to an appeal being made 
hy the Tung Wah Hospliat for the 
relief of distress in Shanghal, but 
otber bodies desiring to particl- 
pate should work in) conjunction 
with the Tung Wah Hospitul He 
also anid that lt was the wish of 
the Government that eare be taken 
that the appenl should avoid in- 
flaming national feelings. 


Appeal to Community. 


Slr Shou-son Chow then made 
an appeal to the meeting and 
through them to the community 
for donations, giving oa graphic 
pieture of the grent  distresa in 
Shanyvhai. He thought that) the 
best institution in Shanghai to un- 
dertake this work on behalf of the 
Tung Wah Hospital would be the 
Kwong Shiu Kung Sor (the Can- 
tonese Club) and he asked all who 
bad contributions te make, either 
in money or in kind, to send them 
through the Tung Wah Hospital. 

Hon, Dro RH. Kotewall, for 
himself and his two colleagues on 
the Legislative Council (the Hon. 
Dr, S. W. Tao and the Hon. Mr, T. 
N. Chan) said that the appeal had 
their whole-hearted support. He 
could not lay too strong a stresa 
on the necessity for avoiding 
actions or words which might 
erente undesirnble feelings. The 
work was purely charitable, He 
would like to add to. the reason 
given by Sir Shou-son Chow for 
confining the work exclusively to 
the Tune Wah Hospital. 


Distribution Question, 


The work being of charity and 
the Tung Wah Hospital being: the 
largest, the oldest and the best 
known Chinese charitable institu- 
tion in the Colony, it is not only 
fitting that the Hogpitat should 
undertake the) work on behalf of 
the whole -community, but also 
duplications rnd inconvenience 
might thus be avoided, 

As the agency in Shanghaj for 
distribution he thought, in the cir- 
eumstiances no public body would 
be more suitable than the Kwong 
Shiu Kunte Sor, for not only had 
this institution undertaken more 
or Jess similar work for them in 
the past, but there were among 
its members many whom they 
know as being well fitted for the 
work, ° 


Sut. continued Dr. Kotewall, 
though the work was to be en- 
trusted to a Cantonese institution 
in Shanghai it did.not follow that 
the relief was to be confined to 
Cantonese.

SUSPECTE Dd MURDER.. 


AN UNIDENTIFIED BODY 
DISCOVERED. 


A kruesome discovery was made 
hy Sergeant Hunter, of the Hung 
Hom Police Station, and a search 
party yeaterday mornings when, 
investigating a rumour which had 
kained currency in the district, he 
found the dead body of a compara- 
tively young man dressed only in 
undergarments anc giving the up- 
pearance of being cither a Fili- 
pino' or.a Eurasian. 

The scene of what appenara to 
have been a brutal murder with 
robbery ua a possible motive was 
an underground vault of what is 
known as the Tai Wan Fort, which 
overlooks the Kowloon Dockyard. 
In addition to a rope tied round 
the man’s neck, the throat had 
been slashed and the upper part 
of the abdomen punctured. 

Although the discovery of the 
hody was actually made by some 
Chinese cither on Monday or 
Tuesday, the, Police received no 
information until. yesterday morn- 
ing when they heard rumours 
among some of the inhabitants of 
the discavery, Acting on instruc- 
lions, Seryeant Hunter and a search 
party: were sent out to investi- 
vate and came acroks the body of 
the man about 1). a.m. yesterday. 
A short distence from the body, 
in a small hole, the Police officer 
found a knife, while two pdrtly 
hurned candles were lying in the 
vault, 

The body had been stripped of 
all [ts outer garments, including 
the man's coat, trousers and shoes, 
leaving it in a pair of under pants, 
a singlet and shirt and a pair of 
focks, robbery apparently being 
the motive for the crime. Near 
the body was a pocket watch which 
had apparently been dropped. 

The Police are now trying to 
discover the man's identity.

JAPAN'S TERMS. 


In face of the continued hostili- 
ties in and around Shanghai, it is 
4 lite weatisome to find the Len- 
guc of Nations Council still de- 
bating. the pros and cons of the 
Sino-Japanese — crisis. The latest 
discussion would appear to have 
served no useful purpose, being 
merely a repetition of similar pra- 
vious exchanges of view which 
have, so far as effective action is 
concerned, led nowhere. It must 
have begn realised by members of 
the Council long ere this that the 
world has become impatient at the 
impotence of the League in dealing 
with this crisis, 0 crisis which may 
very easily expand Into far more 
scrious dimensions if matters are 
allowed to drift. Yet meeting after 
meeting results in little else but 
talk, coupled with | polite udmoni- 
tions to both China and Japan. - If 
the League fails to prevent an 


‘} aggravation of the situation, its 


prestige, already at a low ebb, will 
be completely Tost. 

A hurried reading of Mr. Sato's 
observations at the Ietest Council 
mevtiog might create the impres- 
sion that Japan is anxious and will- 
ing to end the crisis in Shanghai; 
indeed, he specifically stated that 
the new Admiral had been instruct- 
ed to bring about‘a cesration of 
hostilities. But closer investiga- 
tion shows that there are very-im- 
portant conditions attacied to any 
action along these lines. Indeed, it 
has now been disclosed that Japan 
is not even prepared to negotiate 
unless and until the Chingse forces 
have been driven out or have volun- 
tarily withdrawn from Shanghai 
farther than the range of their bix- 
xeat wuns, This statement is in- 
teresting when taken in conjune- 
tion with the recent declaration by 
thy Japanese Minister of Navy, 
when he asserted that the Japanese 
forces would be withdrawn oa 
soon ax: “the immedinte task” in 
completed. adding that the opera- 
‘tlons might spread over somo 
twenty or thirty miles.’

But wo’ have the unusual, 
if not the presumptuous, claim by’ 
Japan that Chinese troops should 
move out of Chinese territory. “It 
is not a question, a8 -Mr,. Sato 
suggested at Goneva, of Japnnese 
troops being withdrawn from de- 
fending the Settlement; thoy are

eontact between the - opposing. 
forces, surely the most offective 
and reasonable mannor in which 
to altnin this‘end is for the in- 
vaders to leave Chinese torritory. 
It doos not require much per- 
apicucity to sce that It is tho pre- 
fence of Japnanere forces on 
Chinese soll, together with their 
warlike activities, which Is 
causing the friction and maintain- 
ing the strained relations which 
exist. But from the very start of 
the, whole Sino-Japanese trouble, 
the Japanese have . claimed the 
right, in face of thelr’ pledged 
word to tho contrary, to infringe 
Chinese sovercignty. It Is this 
clreumatance which’ in the primary 
cause of the whole crisis. 


Civilization and “the Next War.” 


For perhaps the first, time in]. 


history, the nations of the world 
are faced with a common problem 
and united by a common purpose: 
to ‘prevent “the next war.” In 
considering the move toward the 
establishment of peace, the issue 
is being clouded by Keneraliza- 
tions about war operations on the 
one hand, and jechnical discus- 
sions concerning the Hmitation of 
armaments un the other, It 
should not be forgotten that the 
abolition of all war depends pri; 


marily on the prevention of the: 


next war; and disarmament will be 
achieved only as the nations of 
the world rentize that virtually no 
sacrifice can be too great to in- 
gure prévention, because it is dif- 
fieult to conceive of any sacrifice 
that can compare with the loss and 
destruction which another world 
wir would entail, -The threat of 
“the next war’ is not really 
against any one nation‘or group of 
nations: It is against civilization 
itself. If civilization is to con- 
tinue its forward march, or even 
to maintain present levels, “the 
next war”? must not come. The 
question is as simple as that. 
Most persona believe that civiliza- 
tion is worth preserving. They 
believe that the long, slow work 
of mankind has, not. been done ‘in 
vain, and that on the. whole the 
world Is a better place to Hve in 
to-day thar it has evor been be- 
fore. The tendency toward pro- 
yress. has neither reached nor 
passed an imnginary epex, nor 
need it ever do no. The problems 
facing civilization offer unlimited 
oppertunity fur the continued de- 
velopment of atrength, courage. 
resource, und kindred qualities, 
for lack of which alone a civiliza- 
tion can decline. These problems 
cin be best solved only 4s the 
threat of war is removed. For 
this renson the urgent need of pre- 
venting “the next war” constitutes 
a problem virtually unique in the 
history of the world, Its success- 
ful consummation {fs imperative. 
War itself has always been a chal- 
lenge to the peoples engaging in 
it, to meet which the utmost in 
heroiam, sacrifice, and teaderahip 
has ‘been required. ‘The same 
qualities are needed to prevent 
the next war as huve been requir- 
ed to carry on wars in times past. 
Will they not be forthcoming to 
mect the unparalleled challenge 
which mankind faces to-day?

Seven days from Allahabad to 
Hongkong is the record journey 
Lhpt has just been made by Mr. 
Karl von’ Wiegand, the distin- 
guished American newspaper cor: 
reapondent, who is a pudpenger on 
ponrd the P, and O, liner Carthage 
whieh arrived here yesterdiy, 

Mr. von Wiegand, who {s Chief 
of the Henrst Foreign News Ser- 
vice, was in Bombay when ho. ra- 
coived instructions to proceed to 
Shanghai. There, being no fost 
service from Bombay Itself, he 
‘entght the firat train to Allshabad 
Thore he took the Dutch mail 
plane which flew him to Alor Star 
in Kedah, skipping acroas the Bay 
of Bengal and flying at a holght 
of 16,000 fect over the mountains 
into Siam. 

From Alor Star, Mr. von Wle- 
yand travelled by motorcar down 
the Malay Peninaula, and after 
nitmerons delays and minor mis- 
haps, owing to washed-out bridges 
and other obstacles, eventually 
reached Singapore, driving on to 
the wharf twenty minutes before 
the Carthage sailed, 

The whole journcy from Allaha- 
bad to Hongkong took just seven 
days, and Mr. von Wiegand must 
therefore be the firat to sect up 
such a record, except of course 
long diatanee filers making or- 
teanined fighta to the Far Fast vin 
India,

German policy nt and after 
Lausanne and was not intended for 
publication. 

There are two versions of tho 
Jenkage. One is that Hitler had 
a spy in the German telephone ser- 
vice and that the lenkage was the 
deliberate action of Hitler, An- 
other version is that the leakage 
occurred with the deliberate know- 
ledge of the German Government as 
a “safe way of tctting the Ger- 
man public know what stand Dr.

on those who embark upon it. 

“A true marriage brings deep 
and lasting happinesa—s happiness

all Wfe’s undertakings, marriage 
requires careful prepiration. [t 
muat not be entered upon Hyghtly, 

“The happiness will ‘only endure 
if both the man and the woman 
bring to their joint Hfe unselfish- 
ness, understanding, self-forget- 
fulness, and o consideration for 
ench other in ail the lite things 
of Ife. Where that effort is suc- 
cessfully made, the result is. part. 
nership which doubles life's joys 
and halves its sorrows, 


“It Is For Life.” 


" “You are asking to be married 
in church. The marriage seryice 
of the Church is definitely intend- 
ed for those who profess and call 
themselves Christians, By  wish- 
ing to be married in church you are 
signifying your intention to try to 
Ive as Christiana should live. 

“Lt is a‘solemn service. It will 
take place In the sight of God and
